Richard Young waa a Mfber of Cempaay 
H, Thirty-fourth Ohio Regiment, during the 
Civil War, and at the conclusion of tbe strug- 
gle ha retaraed to Ua hoaM ia Brackea ooaaty, 
where he married tbe daughter of a neighbor- 
ing farmer, but they lived together only a short 
time and separated. 

Yoaag iBppoaad hie wife had procered a di- 
vorro and under that belief he later married a 
schoolmate at Aberdeen. 

Hia tot wife waa then liviag with relatiree 
in FeadletoB oonoty and she was aware of his 
marriage to wife No. 2. 

Upon discovering no divorce had been se- 
cored prior to his eoeond venture he immedi- 
ately separated from wife No. 2, aad eat abont 
having the papers granted at once. 

After due time, in June, 1872, he was re- 
■urriea to wife No. 2. 

Young died in 1892, and when his widow ap- 
plied for a pension the peculiar state of affairs 
became knowa. It was discovered from the 
records ia Brackea aad Peadletoa eoaatiea that 
the divorce from his fir.^t wife was not granted 
OBtil 1873, a year after his second marriage to 
wifaNo.2. 

This diseleeore delayed the graatiag of tbe 
pension, pending an iaveetigatioa, natU a fiw 
days ago.
